A CUP COMPETITION 
WOULD STIMULATE 
TOP CLASS CRICKET 


Says 


ALEC BEDSER 


While the MCC are battling to retain the “Ashes” in 
Australia in the coming months there are two interesting 
proposals coming up for discusston in English cricket. The 
first concerns a cup competition among the counties on 
similar lines to the Foothall Association competition. 

Although this suggestion has been turned down as 


impracticable in the pnst, it 


has recently. regained favour 


—perhaps tho loss of an estimated £75,000 through the 
wretched English summer hus something to do with it, 


Supporters of the scheme be- 
lieve it would put a “kick” into 
top-class cricket. But the snags 
Ore obvious and numerous, as 
it would have to be on knock 
out lines. 

What would happen if there 
was another season os wet ag 
the one just finished? The 
arrears of incompleted fixtures 
would mount up alarmingly, and 
I am afratd the result might be 
chaos, 

The Football Association Cup 
Competition thrives on its sheer 
simplicity, and if only cricket's 
best bralns could work out an 
equally straightforward com- 
petitlon, there 1s little doubt it 
would capture the  public’s 
imagination, 

I am wondering whether a 
Cricket Cup competition could 
be organised on a single innings 
basis, spread over two days in- 
Stead of three os in founry 
Championship fixtures, with a 
time limit 
first. ’ 
I would also allow tho | s0- 
called minor counties—thoso 
countles outside the first-class 
Championship — to - enter, It 
would mean some reduction in 
the number of matches . played 
in the Champtonship—at present 
28—but would .that be so bad? 

The advantage : of a. knock- 
out Cup -compaotition, whether 
football or cricket, | is that: it 
keeps interest very much alive 
among success{ul teams who 
have. long. since lost interest in 
the League Championship, And 
n good many officials are think~ 
ing hard to find ways and means 
of attracting larger crowds, 

With the bigger clubs who 
enjoy memberships, the 
financial problems following a 
wet season are not so acute.

NEW METHOD 
TO START A 
HANDLING 


ATTACK 


By Jock Wemyss 


If you are an enterprising 
captain you are offered a 
new method of starting a 
handling attack in LAW 24, 
PENALTY KICK. It says: 
“The ball may be kicked in 
any direction towards the 


opponents’ goal line, but it 
must travel at least five 


yards,” 

Well, those blighters you are 
playing against, having been 
penalised, must still, retire ten 
yards from the spot where the 
kick wlll be taken. And being 
skipper of the side awarded the 
penalty you, of course, take your 
chance of getting a kick ot the 


ball. 


You linc out your side just 
behind you. Then you kick 
across to a teammate at Icast 
five yards away. 

See that the ball gocs for- 
ward. An inch will do, but 
better make It at least o foot 
ff you don't want to risk the 
referee hauling you up. 

Your teammate takes the 
ball on the run, without drop- 
ping It, you hope, and starts o 
glorious bout of handling which 
ends with a try. For your side, 
of course, unless you are care- 
Jess enough to let the other 
side intercept! 


By the way, when you take 
a penalty kick you can take it 
at once, provided all your side 
are behind the — ball. The 
“enemy” must retire without 
dolay to the ten yards line, and, 
while doing so they must not 
interfere in any way with the 
kicker or nny opponent not in 
possession of tho ball.
